‘TO MAKE A NEW ORGANIZATION 


In Hopes That the Tangle May Be 
Unraveled. 


A CONFERENCE WITH THE GOVERNOR 


At Which Both Speakers Were Present. 
The Latest Political News from 
the West. 


Topeka, Kas., January 11.—The fival 
houses of the lower branch of the Kansas 
legislature remained in session from the 
time they met yesterday until 2 o’clock this 
afternoon. ' 

At 12:50 o’clock a conference was ‘held 
in the governor’s office at which all’ three 
parties were represented, in an attempt to 
straighten out the house tangle. Partici- 
pating in the conference were the governor, 
Speakers Douglas and Dunsmore, a commit- 
tee of ten republicans and ten populists and 
the same Nuinber of demioerats;amdug, them 
béing ex-Governor Glyck, John 8S. Richaf 
sou, of The Whichita Beacon, and J. B. 
Chapman, of The Fort Scott Tribune. The 
conference agreed upon a plan to adjourn 
both houses until 10 o’clock tomorrow murn- 
ing. A conference committee was appointed 
to consider in the meantime a measure of 
compromise. This committee is to be com- 
posed of the chairman of the republican, 
democratic and populist state central com- 
mittees, and four members from each party 
to be selected by the chairman. The com- 
mittee is under instructions to formulate a 
plan of compromise, by which the two houses 
may be dissolved and a single new organi- 
zation affected. 

Five democratic members of the house 
and senate called upon Goyernor Lewelling 
at noon and informed him that while they 
were. not acting with the republicans they 
recognized the republican house as the le- 
gally organized one, and when it came to a 
show down, they would be obliged to cast 
their lot with them. 

he Avreement Explained. 

At 2 o’clock Mr. Douglas, addressing both 
sides of the house, explained the agreement 
arrived at in the governor’s caucus. Mr. 
Dunsmore explained it to the populists and 
the proposition was laid before both houses 
simultaneously, and was unanimously adopt- 
ed by each. 

Both houses then took recess until 9 o’clock 
tomorrow morning, the hour having been 
changed from 10-o’clock by mutual consent. 

,At 1 o’clock this morning, when it be- 
came apparent that no move could be made 
by the populists until the senate should 
meet this morning, an armed truce was de- 
clared and each side relaxed, somewhat, its 
Vigilance. Speakers Douglas and Duns- 
more agreed that neither side should at- 
tempt to transact business during the night, 
and they retired. 

Slept in Their Chairs. 

Blankets were brought and a joint bed 
was made up for them behind the speaker's 
desk, where they enjoyed a more or less 
undisturbed rest. The other members of 
the two houses were less fortunate, being 
obliged to sleep in chairs on the floor, or in 
any nook or corner, not otherwise occu- 
pied. During the night the republicans 
prepared a memoria! to the governor, sign- 
ed by sixty-four members who had certifi- 
cates of election from the state canvassing 
beard, certified to by the secretary of state, 
setting forth that they, a majority of two 
of the whole number of members, had par- 
ticipated in the republican organization, and 
petitioning him to recognize that body as 


the legally constituted house of represen- 
tatives, 

This communication was taken to the 
governor at midnight. He wus aroused 
and accepted the document, but tuid the 
committee presenting it that he bad no 
statement to make. Among the signers to 
this document was James Wilson, mdepend- 
elt member, whose position up tu that time 
had been uncertain. 

Sund~ ich«s and Coffee. 


At 7 o'clock this morning the members 
began to arouse themseives and cast abvut 
tor breaktust. Sandwiches and coffee were 
served in the clerk’s room and then began 
three hours for the assembling of tue senate. 
‘The populists’ plan for briugimg things tv 
an issue contemplated an important move 
at 10 o'clock, to which huUr she seats ad- 
journed. 

Yesterday fhe plan involved the recugni- 
tion of the pepulist house by the goveruur 
and the senate, wiich ts ruled by a pupuust 
majority. ‘Chis being done, the populisc 
speaker was to require the retirement of 
all persons not members of the house, iu- 
cluding members ot the republican huase. 
If the latter declined to withdraw volun- 
tarily, then the governor was to order the 
adjutant general to [et his assistance. 
in forcing them out, the lAtter being au- 
thorized to order out the militia to enforce 
his orders. 

The Circus Opens. 


Both houses were called to order simul- 


taneously at 10 o’clock by the respective » 


speakers. Donglas the republcan speaker, 
made a short address, expressing the pepe 
that the members would maiutain quiet aud 
preserve order. DVunsmore, the populist 
speaker, addressed the populist house at 
the same time, so that neither he nor Doug- 
las could be well understood. He made 
remarks to the sume effect and outtalked 
Douglas. ss 

Tue republicans adopted conctrrent res- 
olutions providing for a joint committee 
of the house and senate to wait upon the 
governor and inform him that both houses 
were in session and ready to receive com- 
munications from him. 

The republican, then closed the legisla- 
tive day of Tuesday and adjourned vwntil 
10:15 o’clock this morning. 

At 10:15 o'clock the republicaus were 
called to order. Two populists answered 
by mistake to the republican roll call, which 
showed technically sixty-six membérs pres- 
ent on the repnblLcan side. In the mean- 
time the populists did nothing except await 
the return of their committee appointed 
to wait upon the governor and senate. In 
the meantime a caucus of populist mem-

GENERAL BUTLER’S DEATH. 


After a Violent Fit of Coughing He Goes to 
Hed and Dies. 

Washington, January 11—General Ben- 
jamin F.. Butler died at 1:30 this morning of 
heart failure superinduced by an attack of 
pneumonia. He retired at 10 o'clock last 
night, and soon after midnight his colored

body servant, West, who slept in an ad- 
joining room, heard him coughing violently.

sen Butier’s Career. 


General Butler has always been a pic- 
turesque figure. From the time in April, 
1861, when as general of the Massachu- 
setts militia, he marched on to Washington 
through the war and through a strong po 
litical career he always occupied a place 
which made him open to comment, often- 
times to criticism. 

Benjamin Iranklin Butler was born in 
New Hampshire in 1818." He was edu- 
cated at the Baptist college in Waterville, 
Maine, in 1838 and soon after was admit- 
ted to the bar. In 1843 he married Miss 
Hiidveth. 

Butler and his Massachusetts troops were 
ordered io Baltimore immeliately upon 
their arrival at Washington, and he was al- 
most immediately afterward made the ma- 
jor general of volunteers in command of 
the department of eastern Virginia, with 
headquarters at Fortress Mouroe. There 
he issued the famous order, or decision, 
that “as slaves are property in Virginia, 
fugitive slaves who enter our lines are 
contraband of war,” and many a year 
passed before they ceased to be called “coti- 
trabaunds.” The first movement ordered 
by him resulted in the repulse at Big Beth- 
el, which at that time was thought a great 
disaster; but he soon regained prestige by 
aiding in the capture of Forts Hatteras 
and Clark, on the coast of North Carolina. 

In May, 1862, he took formal possession 
of New Orleans. His career there is a fa- 
miliar story. He was recalled in Decem- 
ber, 1862 and to his dying day is said to 
have believed that Louis Napolean was 
responsible for his recall. 

In Politics. 


Butler has been almost everything iy pol- 
itics, beginning as a democrat and sh eee | 
through all the changes until he got bac 
| into the democratic party and out of it 
again. Butler always claimed for himself 
that.in each new situgtion that developed 
he took that side which he thought best for 
the laboring millions. From the first day 
of his law practice to the last he was ever 
ready to take the case of a poor person who 
| complained of oppression for a small fee or 
none. 

In the days of his early manhood he was 
characterized by the aristocratic New Eng- 
landers in the whig party as a “democrat of 
the most vulgar type,” and as such he ran 
twice for governor of Massachusetts and 
was overwhelmingly defeated. It gave him 
eontrol of the federal tronage of the 
state, though—and in 1860, as a delegate to 
the Charleston convention, he voted fifty- 
two times for Jefferson Davis. 

In 1866 he was elected to congress by the 
republicans, but though he struggled long 
and earnestly for it ey would never give 
him the governorship. congress he was 
a hard and successful fighter till the Hayes 
administration came in; then the issue on 
which he had fought seemed to become ob- 
solete all at once, and on the new issues he 
was singularly unfortunate. In 1882 there 
was a gleam of success; by a combination 
of democrats and greenbackers he became 
governor of Massachusetts. His term as 

overnor was picturesque throughout. It is 
best remembered, perhaps, by reason of the 
exposure of the abuses in the management 
of the Tewksbury almshouse. The next 
vote showed that his political power was on 
the wane, and the vote for him for presi- 
dent on the back-labor ticket in 1884 
proved that it was not only waning, but 
was.

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One of Atlanta’s Oldest and Most Es- 
toemed Citizens Passes Away. 
A WELL SPENT LIFE AT AN END 


And as the End Gomes Those Who Have 
Watched It Closest Are Around 
the Bedside.§ 


Mr. Michael Lynch is dead! 

The end came peacefully last night at a 
quarter past 9 o'clock. He was surrounded 
by the immediate members of the household 
who were present, and his death was robbed 
of much of its terror by the calm and beau 
tifal manner in which he died. 

Mr. Lynch has been in feeble health for 
several weeks and was a constant inmate of 
his home at No. 58 Butler street. He has 
never been the same man since the shock 
sustained by the kidnaping of his little grand- 
child, Marie Manning. 

His sufferings, however, did not assume 
a critical or dangerous nature until about @ 
week -ago. He was then prostrated and 
was never able from that time to leave 
his bed. 

He was one of the pioneer citizens of At- 
lanta and came to this place over forty 
years ago. He conducted himself in a

straightforward and fearless manner, and 
lived the pattern and soul of honor. He 
made it the habit of his life to deal both 
friendly and fairly with his fellowmen. 
His life was abdéve suspicion aud above re- 
proach, aud no one can say of him that he 
wronge2 another. If he felt aggrieved he 
oftea concealed it in his. heart and rarely 
a his feelings to inflame his speech. 


- Lynch was born in County Clare, 
eland, December 15, 1825, and was in his 
sjixty-ninth year. When yet iu his teens he 
left his home in the old country and came 
to America to find the freedom of the coun- 
try. tie landed in New York, and in a 
short time found employment in New Jersey. 
Un a truck farm he worked for quite a while 
aud theu, with the mouey he had saved 
frum his hard manual labor, he started 
south. In those days railroads were not only 
‘a luxury, but they were unknown in many 
purts vf the souta, and Mr. Lynch reached 
the southern coast by water. At Savannah 
he fouud employment for a time, and there 
ue added to the suug sum he had saved in 
Jersey, but the maiaria drove him away, 
and then it Was that he came to Atlanta. 
hat was in 1853. In Atlanta Mr. Lyuch 
beguu the life which ended yesterday iu 
another evidence that hard work and frugal- 
ity always lead to success. At the time he 
came to the city there was only one boukstore 
of avy consequence in the state and that was 
run by Mr. hey. Mr. Lynch in his early life 
had been given a good education and had 
always been a close reader. He was 
never happier than when looking 
“ver some vid book or glancing at the lat- 
est publications tuat came under bis 
observation. This Was a rarity in those 
days and when Mr. Lynch sought em- 
ployment with Mr. Key and made manifest 
his knowledge of books and papers the 
doors were thrown open to him. For a 
long time he remained with Mr. Key and 
every day adued friends. Mr. Key went 
out of business and his successor, Major 
Duncan, at once secuted Mr. Lynch's 
services. With the contract between Mr. 
Lynch and Major Duncan, the deed to a 
lot, which is now one of the most valua- 
ble in the city, went. This deed was for 
the good will Mr. Lynch could bring to 
the house and his knowledge of the book 
business. All through the war Mr. Lynels 
was one of the most devoted of those who 
Joved the suvuth and its cause, and when 
the war ended the little he had made was 
ubout gone. But (vith the same energy which 
cuaracterized his start in life, be went tu 
work again and ip a few years had a fair 
cumpenseey. In the seventies he was ip 
the book business with Mr. Ixidd, who was 
the founder of the Kidd block, now known 
as the Centennial building, owned by Colo 
nel W. D. Grant.

WEATHER SYNOPSIS AND FORECAST. 


Over the central portion of the country last 
evening barometric readings outlined an elon- 
gated shaped storm area with its lengest 
axis <Xtending from the-lakes to the mouth 
of the Mississippi. Local snows were report- 
ed in this section yesterday, which were gen-’ 
erally light, though at Chicago over tiiree 
inches had fallen up to 7 o’clock p. m., and 
at that time snow was still falling. Fair 
weather prevailed in all other sections except 
the northwest, where there were also a few 
light local snowfalis. 

Owing to the presence of the storm area 
temveratures yesterday in the Mississippi 
valley were considerable higher than on the 
day previous. At St. Paul, where the coldest 
temperature of the season, 20 degrees below 
zero, was reported on Tuesday, the rise in tem- 
perature was about 10 degréé8. At Chicago 
there was a similar rise and at no point was 
the temperature down to zero last evening. 

The storm area will move eastward to the 
Atlantic coast today and owing to the general 
severity of storms of elongated shape, bad 
weather may be expected all along the Atlantic 
coast for the next twenty-four hours. Fol- 
lowing the above storm is a high barometric 
area with the usual amount of cold weather. 
This area last evening was central to the

The com- 
pounds burn about 3,745 pounds of coal per 
car mile, against 6.6 pounds on eighteen i - 
portant lines running simple locomotives, 
showing that even the simple engines on the 
East Tennessee are very economical in this re- 
spect, which makes the saving of the com- 
pounds even more noticeable. yith regard to 
repairs after one and a half years service, 
these amounted to 2.33 cents per 
car mile for simple passenger en- 
gines, and 2.4 cents for compound 
engines, an increase of 3 per cent against the 
latter. Taking into account the saving in coal 
by the use of the compound principle, $1,275, 
«und deducting the increase in the cost of 
repairs, $23, the total cost of operating each 
of the compound locomtives was $1,252 less 
than the operating expense of each of the sim- 
ple engines in the same service. 

Mr. Hudson in summing up the results of 
his tests says: “Its seems safe to conclude 
that the compound principle as developed in 
these engines is a valuable improvement upon 
the simple engines, and that the increased 
ge in fuel is of sufficient magnitude to 
we than overcome any possible increased 
repairs.’’ 

Juring the short time the compounds have 
been in operation on the Central, the saving in 
coal has been from 20 to 26 per cent over the 
simple engines. The Central’s management 
is greatly pleased with the result.

From this it seems that our esteemed 
contemporary is still laboring under 
the saine old delusion, in failing to under- 
stand that a man may be a democrat and 
at the same time have his personal pre- 
ferences and convictions. The South 
Carolina democracy rallied overwhelm- 
ingly to the polls in November. The 
democratic national ticket received an 
overwhelming vote. It is extremely prob- 
able that when the gentlemen of the rural 
districts voted the democratic ticket they 
had in mind one or two motives beside 
that profound admiration for Mr. Cleve- 
land which prevails nearer the coast. 
They voted for the democratic ticket be- 
cause they are democrats and desired 
democratic success, and not for the glori- 
fication of any mortal man. 

It ocours to us that inasmuch as Mr. 
Cleveland can admire honesty even in a 
republican, that he is not at all likely 
to carry over into his administration the 
contest that ensued with his nomination, 
and that was buried in the solid support 
that the democrats gave to Mr. Cleveland. 
There is a rumor to the effect that Mr. 
Cleveland since his election has been 
heard say that with him “all democrats 
stand on the same footing,” and this 
surely is the proper attitude of a presi- 
dent who received the undivided support 
of his party. 
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Higher Education. 

There has been no little idle talk and 
slipshod writing in some quarters about 
the indifference of the “old south” in re 
gard to the claims of the “higher educa- 
tion.” This in the face of the historical 
fact that, next to Harvard, whose endow- 
ment was made principally of sundry 
contributions of corn and wampum, Vir- 
ginia established before the close of the 
seventeenth century William and Mary 
college, the alma mater of Jefferson, 
Monroe and other great lights of the 
colonial period. . 

It is well enough to remember also that 
long before Appomattox, the representa- 
tive men of Georgia, both in church and 
state, were fairly appreciative in this di- 
rection. 

That venerable minister, Jesse Mercer, 
contributed of his scanty means to the 
establishment of Mercer college at Pen- 
field. The Presbyterians founded Ogle 
thorpe university at Midway; the Metho- 
dists planted the manual labor school at 
Oxford with a classical annex. Many 
years an denominational 
movement thd Georgia legislature, in 
obedience to a constitutional mandate, 
established the present University of 
Georgia at Athens. 

As respects individual contributions, 
it deserves to be stated that Rev. Benja- 
min Wofford, of South Carolina, was the 
first American Methodist to donate one 
hundred thousand dollars to collegiate 
endowment. One George Washington, 
before the dawn of the present century, 
devoted largely of his valuable real estate 
to the support of Washington college in 
southwestern Virginia. Thomas Jeffer- 
son, at a later period, in the matter of 
wise counsel and liberal giving, entitled 
himself to the credit of being the founder 
of the University of Virginia. Cyrus 
McCormick, who invented the reaper, 
Was another son of the Old Dominion who 
did handsomely for the higher educa- 
tion. 

Even here in Georgia such men as Goy- 
ernors Milledge, Gilmer, Brown and 
Colonel Terrell, of Hancock, made 
notable donations or bequests. to 
the State university. Tens of thous- 
ands of dollars were expended 
by Georgia and Virginia Metho- 
dists in building up Emory, Randolph, 
Macon and Wesleyan female college 
the oldest female college in the world. 

We have not the exact figures, but we 
understand whereof we affirm. More re- 
cently that old time whig and Methodist, 
Judge Harris, of Athens, has given many 
thousands to the planting and equipment 
of colleges and churches, This list might 
be greatly extended if we cared to parade 
names and figures. 

The bulk of these southern colleges, 
like the southern banks and railroads, 
were wrecked by the results of an unsuc- 
cessful revolution. The taxable values of 
the eleven confederate states were re- 
duced more than two-thirds. The north- 
ern states, ou the other hand, increasel 
their capital in a larger ratio. South 
Carolina, which, in 1860, was the fourth 
state in point of wealth in the union, 
dropped down in 1880 to the thirty-fourth 
in financial rank. 

Other states, as Georgia and Louisiana, 
fared but little better. During that storm 
and stress period nothing flourished in 
the south but carpet baggers and scala- 
wags. 

It is marvelous that the south, especial- 
ly Georgia, has recovered so rapidly. from 
these disasters, and this, too, in spite of 
hostile legislation that kept her citizens 
in a condition of perpetual disquietude. 
Furthermore, all through these years she 
has been drained of millions by the ex- 
actions of a robber tariff~in the payment 
of other millions to dishonest pension 
grabbers and, not least ofall, in the edu- 
cation of a negro proletariat. How she 
has sustained her colleges on their pres- 
ent footing is partly explained by the 
self-denial practiced by such heroic edu- 
cators as Haygood, Calloway, Hopkins, 
Battle and Nunnally, who were content 
to work on starvation salaries until the 
coming of a better era. 

While the north has been all the while 
prosperous it has afforded but little help 
to these struggling institutions. They 
have been lavish in their bestowments 
on the negro colleges, but, with few ex- 
ceptions, they have been chary of their 
smiles and their gifts to institutions for 

‘the exclusive higher education of the

cy, she owes it to herself to devise lib- 
eral things on this line. This is the bet- 
ter Way to silence the foolishness of un- 
canny criticism.

One of the noblest and most esteemed 
citizens of Atlanta has succumbed to a 
well-rounded age and its infirmities. Col- 
onel Lemuel P. Grant paid to nature her 
inexorable bond and today hundreds and 
thousands, who can searce recall when 
| they did not know and honor him as a 
civic force and factor will pay to his mem- 
ory their tributes of eulogy and sorrow. 

His life was crowded with exemplitica- 
tions of those qualitiés which answer the 
trite question: “Is life worth living?’ 
From its activities and achievements the 
richest lessons of purpose, energy, 
frugality and foresight compelling suc- 
cess may be drawn for the encouragement 
of the manly aod the inspiration of 
youth. His whole career was one so 
filled with industry, so notable for pru- 
dence and so crowned with honor that 
it commands more than passing elegy. 

Colonel Grant came to Atlanta while 
he was yet a young man and made this 
the choice scene of his activities and 
ambitions. Investing in the work of civic 
powers and special skill he affixed his 
hamne to many great public works and 
and state development all his trained 
enterprises, added his wisdom to the 
counsels that brought to pass many 
phases of progress and reform, and used 
his means and example to encourage pub- 
lic spirit and endow the community of 
his fellow citizens with increasing philan- 
thropies. 

It would be a hard, if not impossible 
task, to catalogue the always modest, 
‘but multiplied, deeds of personal and 
public benevolence which made him one 
of the most popular men in Atlanta’s 
annals. He was ever ready to do his 
full part in every enterprise that promised 
good for his city and countrymen. So well 
understood was this trait of his character 
that those who moved in such projects 
always counted, without prior consulta- 
tion, upon his sympathy and co-operation. 
Not courting public exaltatin or applause 
he accepted public positions only from a 
deep sense of patriotic obligation. And 
in the zeal and fidelity with which he 
marked every private endeavor he also 
discharged every public trust. Indeed, the 
universal verdict upon his life will be 
that no man of simpler end sweeter 
character, yet of nobler and more benefi- 
cent works, eever lived among this peo- 
ple. 

Such a life sings at the end the swan- 
like notes of its own doxology. The en- 
during works of faith, charity and conse 
cration to noblest aspirations that were 
its fruitage will remain as memories and 
mohuments that mock mere written an- 
nals and surpass beforehand the ambi- 
tious chisel of the sculptor. 

The thunderous engines whose thrills 
and throbs, by his help, first set in motion 
the progressive pulses of this marvelous: 
city, Wui <Jsund his praises so long as 
they roll in and oct of the gafs he amet 
in setting up. The pubh¢-ctiterprises he 
helped to pioneer and perfect will bear 
to other generations the signets of his 
energy and skill. The aoble park that 
bears his name, a princely gift to his 
neighbors and their posterity, will be 
redolent every season with the fragrance 
of his good heart and life well spent in 
love to God and man. 

The last honors and the sorrowful trib- 
utes of a whole city, sympathized with 
by the whole state, will today be given 
to the remains ahd name of Lemuel P. 
Grant, who was a man full of years, rich 
in good works and crowned with the 
graces of a life and character fashioned 
for eternal glories.

The party was called to order in the 
engine room and listened to a sound talk 
from Howell Erwin, of the water board. 

“It is absolutely necessary,”. said Mr. 
Erwin, in the course of his speech, “to 
have another engine at this station. Should 
there be a break ia the machinery we would 
be entirely without water, and it is very un- 
wise to think of stopping the old waterworks 
util another engine, a three-boiler engine is 
provided. It has been suggested that the 
old waterworks could be run in conjuction 
with the new system. So i#could, but with 
a primary outlay of $30,000 for sixteen 
inch pipes and a yearly expense of $10,000. 
If the old works were brought here it would 
cost a considerable amount also, while on 
the other hand, another new engine could 
be purchased on time for $60,000. 

“Another objection is that the board of 
health says that the water at the old works 
is becoming more contaminated yearly.” 

After Mr. Erwin’s talk the party visited 
the new filters, eight in number, which are 
eight feet in diameter by twelve feet long 
and have a capacity of 4,000,000 gallons per 
day. Of the old filters at the old water- 
works there are twelve of them that will be 
placed at this station, thus making the fil- 
tering capacity of 8,000,000 gallons. The 
clear water basin was inspected and de- 
clared togbe a beauty. It is 100 feet in di- 
ameter and has a capacity of over 1,000,000 
gallons. Then the party spent nearly a 
quarter of an hour at the reservoir. When 
the reservior is full of water it will have a 
surface of twenty-three acres. Across the 
top of the dam is a little over forty feet and 
through the base it is 150 feet. The capacity 
of the reservoir is 190,000,000 gallons. 

During the inspection of this station Su- 
perintendent Richards was plied with ques- 
tions of all kinds. From the first station the 
party returned to the train and resumed 
their trip to the river station.

SEVERAL NEWSPAPER MEN IN GOURT 


A Jury Was Obtained by Three O'Clock, 
and the Testimony Begins—It 


Will Be Resumed Today.

The trial of this well-known trio of news- 
paper men was commenced before Judge 
Riehard H. Clark yesterday morning. 

When the hour arrived for opening the 
doors of the courtroom nearly every seat 
in the basement of the courthouse was oc- 
cupied. It had been announced the day be- 
fore that the case would certainly be tried 
on Wednesday. 

Many were, of course, witnesses who had 
been ‘Summoned to appear in the case. 
The great majority of them, however, were 
spectators who were attracted by the the 
nature of the trial. 

It was decided, after a few words, to try 
each of the defendants separately, and ac 
cordingly the first of the trio was placed 
upon the county. 

The “trial of Hastings” recalled a bit of 
history. It was not Warren, however, it 
was only Jack, and the charge that was 
brought against him, in alleged conspiracy 
with the other two defendants was that of 
assault with the intent to murder. 

The charge is a grave one and carries 
with it the penalty of a period of years in 
the state penitentiary. 

Mr. Azmon Murphey, the prosecutor in 
the case, was present when the trial com- 
menced. He appeared to be in fine spirits 
and seemed to entertain no fear in regard 
to the satisfactory conclusion of the trial. 

Striking a Jury. 


The morning sessioin of the court was 
occupied in the effort to obtain a jury. 
After examining the number of talesmen 
that had been summoned as jurors in the 
case, only eleven of that number were ac- 
cepted. was 12 o’clock when the panels 
were exhausted and the sheriff was instruct- 
ed to summons another lot to appear at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. In the meaztime 
the court adjourned until that hour. 
When the court reassembled there were 
quite a numebr of talesmen on hand. 
Upposed to Capital Puuishment. 


Twelve of them were called into the box, 
and the judge applied to them the question, 
“have auy of you excuses to offer why you 
should not serve on this jury?” 

Several of them nodded their heads in af- 
firmation, and among the number was Mr. 
J. Krieslie. : 

“What is your excuse?’ asked Judge 
Clark, casting a peculiar glance at ' 
little gentleman. 

“I am a specialist,” he said with a look of 
amazement on his face, as if that was a 
matter within the judicial cognizance of the 
court.

The first witness who testified in behalf 
of the state was Dr. W. 8. Kendrick. 

He testified: that he had practiced medi- 
cine for eight*en years, and had resided in 
Atlanta for eight years. He was not a 
specialist, but a general practitioner of 
medicine, and among other things had stu- 
died surgery. 

During the month of November, 1891, he 
was called to the office of Mr. Murphey. 
He found that he had been severely in- 
jured and made a critical examination of 
the scalp. He found a very large cut on 
the back of his head, about three inches 
long as near as he could recollect. In ad- 
dition to this there were several other small- 
er bruises. The principal cut was so large 
that he coulé =n his fingers for more than 
an inch under the skin.

From October, 1806, to July, 1BS1, Mr. 
Grant was the superintendent of the At- 
lanta and West Polut railroad. 


In Marck, 1875, he was appointed re- 
ceiver for that portion of Charlotte 
re ee railroad lying within state of 

eorgia. 


He was elected president of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad in 1881. 

Colonel Grant invested his earliest sev- 
ings in Atlanta real estate, and soun be- 
came the owner of a lurge amount of prop- 
erty. His earliest purchase was in the 
year 1843—just fifty years ago. He con- 
tinued to invest his money in 
til he owned really the whole of what is 
now known as south Atlanta. 

It was during the year 1883 that Colonel 
Grant made his splendid gift to the city. 
It consisted of a hundred acres of his best 
land, beautifully wooded and filled with nat- 
ural springs and fountains. ‘The terms of 
the gift were such that the city could oniy 
use it for a park. 

Colonel Grant was one of the earliest ad- 
vocates of the public school system. He 
was elected a member of the first board of 
education that met in 1869, and was al- 
Ways a cordial supporter of the education- 
al interests of the city. He also held a 

ition on the board of directors of the 

oung Men’s Library Association. 

He was instrumental in bringing abcut 
the success of many important enterprises. 

In 1860 he became a member of the Cen- 
tral Presbyterian church and retained his 
membership in that organization until the 
time of his death. 

He was married in mber, 1843 to 
Miss Laura A. Williams, the daughter of 
Mr. Ammi Williams, of Decatur. She 
died, however, in 1875, leaving him two 
sons and two daughters. In 1881 he was 
married to his present wife, Mrs. Jane L. 
Crew. His home life has been quiet, sim- 
ple and unostentations. For many years 
he has resided at the old homestead in the 
southeastern part of the city. and about a 
quarter of a mile from the park. 

He has led an upright and honorable life, 
and his memorv wil] remain behind him as 
a legacy of Christian worth and true no- 
bility: of character.

WR. MACKEY IS IN ATLANTA NOW 


Southern States Will Be Divided Into 
Two Sections—Some Games 
in Atlanta. 


The southern colleges have gone about 
athletics in dead earnest, and next season 
will find all of the leading universities repre- 
sented on the track aud field. . 

Since the great games of football in At- 
Janta for the southern championship last 
Thanksgiving day, the colleges have held 
a meeting at Richmond and organized a 
southern association of football aud baseball 
just as the big colleges of the north have al- 
ways had—Yale, Princeton and Harvard. 

‘Mr. H. A, Mackey, manager of the foot- 
ball team of the University of Pennsylvania 
was in Atlanta yesterday. He is traveling 
through the southern states with a view 
to aiding, as far as the University of Penn- 
sylvania can, the work vf organizing the 
southern association of colleges for the pro- 
mation of athletic interests. 

it is a weil-known fact to all the college 
menu of the south that Pennsylvania has 
always held out her hand to the. southern 
colleges in the matter of athletic orgauiza- 
tion. She has manifested that interest and 
concern for the perfect formation of leagues, 
just such as exists with Yale, Princeton 
and Harvard that makes all the colleges of 
the southern states entertain a friendly 
feeling to her. Mr. Mackey has been to the 
Alabama colleges looking over the situation 
so that he can report to the Pennsylvania 
association what progress has been made 
in football, and whether it will be an easy 
matter to have the southern teams act in 
sympathy with the Pennsylvania colleges 
in dividing the public interest in the great 
game of the nation next season. 

He will go from Atlanta to Tennessee 
and will inspect the situation in the colleges 
of that state. He says that he found the 
condition of affairs in Alabama in a better 
shape than he at first dreamed or hoped 
to find it. He will go to the University of the 
South, at Sewanee, Tenn., and will then go 
to the North Carolina colleges. On his way 
home he will pay a short visit to the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

It has always been somewhat tacitly un- 
derstood among the southern college foot- 
ball players that the University of Pennsy!l- 
vania and the teams from the south should 
go band in hand in this business. Last season 
the Virginia boys played Pennsylvania a 
game and several other games against the 
southern colleges were arranged but the 
on games at Atlanta cut them

The Southern Organization. 


Mr. Mackey talks 19st interestingly 
about the recently established southern as- 
sociation of colleges for the promotion of 
athletic sports. There will be two divisions 
of the southern states. | 

Some of the games will be played in 
Richmond and some will be played in At- 
tanta. At the meeting to form the organiza- 
tion eight of the leading colleges of the 
south were represented. 

The officers, of the new organization are: 
J. B. Robertson, of the University of Vir- 


ginia, president; W. L. Symington, of 
Johns Hopkns unviersity, vice president; 
W. H. Graham, University of the South, 


secretary and treasurer. 

_ Their term of office is one year. The ob- 
ject of the association is for the promotion 
of athletics among the students of southern 
institutions of learning. The constitution 
adopted divides the southern territory into 
two circuits, northern and sonthern. The 
former is composed of Maryland, Virginia 
and North Carolina, and the latter of Ten- 
nessee and Alabama. The teams of the col- 
leges in the association in two circuits are 
to play a final championship game in base- 
ball and football one in each year. The 
first of these contests comes off in Rich- 
mond, the baseball, May 13th next, and the 
football on next Thanksgiving day. The 
constitution limits membership in associa- 
tion teams to students who do not now nor 
did play at the time of their matriculation 
for money. 

The constitution prohibits teams of the 
association from playing any team in the 
south which cannot produce a certificate 
that its members are bona fide students 
who receive no compensation. 

The following delegates composed the 
meeting: Dr. F. P. Venable, University of 
North Carolina; B. M. Prince, Wake For- 
est: W. H. Graham and G. W. Hodson, 
Sewanee; J. B. Robertson and W. M. Me- 
Guire, University of Virginia: G. F’. South- 
gate and E. B. Iglehart, St. John’s college; 
C. J. West and W. S. Symington, Johns 
Hopkins universtiy: Dr. G. W. Kent, Uni- 
versity of Tennessee, and G. B. Ferguson, 
University of Alabama. The association 
meets the last Tuesday in December, 1893, 
at Lynchburg.

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But He Is Held A Prisoner in Macon, 
Wanted Here.

FOUR BOGUS CHECKS THE CAUSE 


Of His Trouble Here, and Hels Wanted 
in Macon-— Will Be Brought Here 
if He Ever Recovers. 


Frank Christie, who is wanted in Atlanta 
on four counts and in Macon on about .as 
marty, will be brought back to Atlanta to 
answer to the charge of cheating and swin- 
dling if he ever recovers from the desperate 
iliness that now coufines him. 

Christie is under arrest and is being 
guarded by a special officer, and attended 
by a physician. He was arrested Monday 
night and has since been kept under guard. 
He was quite sick when taken in custody, 
and since being arrested his illness has 

come more serious. 

He is a young man about twenty-four or 
twenty-five years old, aituid is not very well 
known in Atlanta. Me is originally from 
Chicago, aud first made his appearance in 
Macon during tue Georgia staté“tair. Af- 
ig the fair he came tw. Atianta aud re- 

waiued here until a few days ago. 

Last week Chief of Detectives Wright 
was asked to arrest Christie for passlug 
n bogus check. ‘che cueck bore Curistie’s 


| signature and was not a forgery, but pay- 


ment was refused at the bank upon which 
it was drawn. The same day four cases 
of the same kind were reported to Cuief 
Wright, 

Mr. Franklin, the proprietor of a sa- 
loon on Wall street, reported that Christie 
had come into his place and purcuased 
some whisky. Christie gave him in pay- 
ment a check for $10, andehe paid him the 
difference. The next day he found tliat 
Christie had no money at the bank. Mr. 
kd Berkele told a story of the same kind, 
and soon after them came Mr. M. Hart- 
man with a worthless $10 check. 

Detectives Green: and lthridge were put 
te work on the case, and getting on the 
trail of Christie, they learned that he had 
gone to Macon. About the time they got 
hold of this information Lieutenant Wood, 
of the Macon police force, came to the 
city in search of Christie. He said the 
man was wanted in Macon on precisely the 
same cases as those against him here. 
He and tle two detectives named searched 
the city for him, aud convinced themselves 
that he had really left town. 

Returning to Macon, Lieutenant Wood 
succeeded in locating and arresting Chris- 
tie Monday night. He found him in a pjti- 
ful condition suffering from pneumonia. 
His condition was too serious to admit 
of his being locked in the common jail, 
and he was given a special guard. He was 
suffering greatly yesterday according to re- 
ports. and was in no condititon to be mov- 
eg It will be several days before he 
ean be brought here, indeed, he may not 
recover at all. 

If Christie recovers he will be sent for 
and brought here to answer to the four 
charges against him.

They Believe He Should Not Be Hung 
A Power ul Giant, He Seems to 
Realize His Doom. 


In the cell in waien George Washington 
and Peter Daniely and other murderers 
speut their last days, a giant negro with a 
youthful face, who has but seven days to 
live, sits in gloomy meditation. 

Night and day his cell door is closed, and 
his perambulatior. are confined to the 
narrow, darkened ¢ Jl. into which a faint 
gleam of Lght steals through an opening so 
high above nis hvvd that not a glimpse of 
the outside world can be caught through it. 
He is never let out, and a thousand times 
in the course of a day his sad face appears 
at the opening in the gfated door, and looks 
longingly into the. hallway as if he was 
covetous of ‘even the slight liberty that it 
afforded. 

‘the negro ‘s Jeff Rockmore, who is to 
be hung on January 2vuth, in Decatur, for 
the wurder of a fellow workman last diay. 
Kkockmore has about given up all hopes of 
life, and has reconciled h.mself to death. 
He is a young negro hardly past his ma- 
jority, but the ser:cus, thoughtful expres- 
sion his thick features continually wears 
shows that we realizes the gravity of his 
position, and that life for him is about 
ended. 
lkiuckmore is a perfect giant physically. 


His face is thick-featured, and brutish; his 


' neck short and brll-like, his body big and 


athietic. He moves about without the least 
effort, and has all the movements of a 
stroug athlete. Strong leather bands en- 
circle his wrists, it being a belief among the 
negroes that such bands retain the strength 
in “the arm. All the prisoners in the jail 
fear Rockmore on account of his supe- 
rior strength, but he has never given them

cause to do so. He is the match of any two 
men in the jail, and a more perfect speci- 
men of manhood is rarely ever seen. 

He is an uneducated negro, and talks but 
little. Whenever he does talk it is in mono- 
syllables. He rareivy ever talks about. his 
fate, but nas told every prisoner about the 
kill ng for wliich he is to pay the penalty with 
his life, and has e1 listed the sympathy of 
every one of them. 

Every prisoner in the jail is a friend to 
the unfortunate negro, and a petition has 
been circulated among them asking the gov- 
ernor to respite him. Not one of them re 
fused to sign it.
